ouncil Asks 
Better Local 
Train Service 


Body Denies Request 
for Lien Cancellation 
on Property 








Following the receipt of a commu- 
nication from Albany Post, American 
Legion, requesting such action, the 
City Council moved that Mayor O. C. 
Yenne be authorized to see about se- 
curing express service on the Ninth 
treet line of the Southern Pacific 
Company’s interurban trains. 
























This action was taken following the 
motion of Councilman Hays, seconded 
by Councilman Mowday. The letter 
rom the veterans’ organization sug- 
gested that such an improvement 
would greatly benefit the many Albany 
persons who use the trains, and was 
signed by George Foley, adputant. 

A report from the city court showed 
that $734.50 had been collected during 
he month of January in fines, for- 
feitures and from civil cases. 

FIRM SEEKS CONTRACT 

To service the newly-installed neon 
Signs at the northern and_ southern 
limits of the city, the Electrical Pro- 
ducts Corporation of Oakland offered a 
contract for 36 months. The firm 
would undertake to handle the main- 
tenance of the signs and supply liabil- 
ity insurance on them for $4.10 a 
month for that period. 

This matter was referred to the 
light commission and a report is to be 
“made at the meeting next Monday eve- 
ning. 

The contract of the city with the 
Ace Ambulance Company for transpor- 
tation of ill and injured persons to 
the county hospital in Oakland, was 
also laid over. Councilman Batchelder 
asked for a delay of two weeks until 
he could obtain further information 
on the idea. 

CITY ASKS TAXES 
- Because the liens were already in 
effect when the property was sold to 
the state, Councilman Hanahan, moved 
that the proposed tax cancellation on 
two pieces of property as asked by the 
State Veterans’ Board, be denied. His 
motion was seconded by Councilman 
Hays and passed unanimously by the 
council. 

“To grant this request would set a 
bad precedent,” claimed Hanahan as 
he moved for a denial. 

Hanahan also introduced a resolu- 
jon designating the principal thor- 
oughfares of the city to conform with 
ithe State Vehicle Code. By this action 
‘metal signs will be placed and main- 
tained on the principal streets as re- 
quired by the state law.
